Lead-footed drivers could have 
a lot more eyes on them if 
councillors accept a report call¬ 
ing for a near doubling of photo 
radar vehicles and three times 
more intersection cameras. 

The report, going to coun¬ 
cil next week, argues the city 
could expand photo radar vans 
from 14 to 26 and intersection 
cameras from 50 to between 
100 and 150. 

Gerry Shimlco, director of 
the Office of Traffic Safety, said 
increased photo enforcement 
would help in neighbourhoods 
and around schools, where 
more enforcement is being 
demanded. 

“They’re certainly one of the 
areas where we get a lot of com¬ 


plaints,” he said. 

He said each new vehicle 
costs approximately $100,000, 
while intersection cameras 
come in between $60,000 and 
$70,000. He notes the cameras 
typically drive down infractions 
by 40 to 60 per cent over time. 

Shimlco said any increase 
in fines would be a drop in the 
bucket compared to the cost of 
collisions. 

“We pay $500 million in col¬ 
lisions per year in Edmonton. 
Whatever happens as a result of 
us using these safety systems, it 
doesn’t even come close to deal¬ 
ing with it,” he said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
the public resistance to photo 
radar might lessen if it was in 
a neighbourhood where kids 
play. 

“I think that would be an 
easier sell than on a major road¬ 
way,” he said. 

Coun. Biyan Anderson said 
he still believes officers have 
a more direct impact in slow¬ 
ing people down than photo 
enforcement.

The Alberta government 
spends $23.1 million 
annually on 214 full-time 
communications positions, 
according to documents 
obtained by the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation (CTF) 
and released Thursday. 

“Governments need to 
have well paid and quali¬ 
fied communications staff 
... but the Alberta govern¬ 
ment has gone way over¬ 
board on this,” CTF Alberta 
director Derek Fildebrandt 
said. “We should fire some 
spin doctors and hire some 
real doctors, hire some 
teachers, pay down the 
debt.” 

David Sands, a spokes¬ 
person for the Alberta 
Public Affairs Bureau, said 
the salary levels are neces- 
saiy to stay competitive in 
the province’s job market, 
and even then retention is 
an issue. 

“We rarely see top 
management type jobs in 
the Alberta Public Affairs 
Bureau come from the 
private sector,” he said. 
“We often see our com¬ 
munications directors 
leave government and go 
to the (private) sector. And 
I think that speaks, prob¬ 
ably, to the remuneration 
level.” 

Fildebrandt also noted, 
“W e have more spin doc¬ 
tors in this province than 
we have actual political 
journalists.”

AHS warns of Edmonton measles case 



Health authorities confirmed 
the first case of measles in Ed¬ 
monton in the last two years 
Thursday, urging residents 
who may have been exposed 
to monitor their condition 
closely. 

Calling measles an extreme¬ 
ly contagious virus prevent¬ 
able by vaccination, Edmonton 
Zone Medical Officer of Health 
Dr. Christopher Silcora said it’s 
uncertain how many more 


cases might pop up in the city. 

“Measles is a veiy serious 
disease,” said Silcora. 

Silcora added there could 
be more cases in the city: “We 
probably do have low levels of 
measles circulating in the com¬ 
munity and I find that veiy 
concerning.” 

Alberta Health Services are 
warning people may have been 
exposed to the virus at the fol¬ 
lowing times and places: The 


West End Registries from 7:40 
a.m. to 10 p.m. on March 25, 
Safeway at Callingwood be¬ 
tween 8:30 p.m. to 10:50 p.m. 
on March 25, or the West End 
Registries from 7:40 a.m. to 
8:40 p.m. on March 26. 

In the last year, there have 
been nine confirmed cases of 
measles in the province. Last 
year, AHS saw a total of 44 
cases in Alberta.

Waterfall project 
needs more cash flow 



Great Divide. Art project

City councillors will need to 
make more cash flow if they 
want to see the Great Divide 
waterfall working again. 

A report going to councillors 
Monday identifies a need for 
more money, over and above 
the $750,000 council set aside 
for the project last year. 

The water feature was shut 
down in 2005 over concerns 
it was pumping chlorinated 
drinking water into the North 
Saskatchewan River. 

De-chlorinating the water is 
the cheapest option presented 
to council, at a cost of $1.1 mil¬ 
lion, but city administrators are 
concerned it would pose real 
risks if the equipment fails. 

“If the de-chlorination sys¬ 
tem fails, chlorinated water 
would enter the river. If the 
back-flow prevention valves

fail, de-chlorinated water could 
enter the water supply system,” 
reads the report. 

Pumping river water up is 
another option, but the cheap¬ 
est option to do that, involving 
portable pumping equipment, 
is estimated to cost $1.9 mil¬ 
lion. 

The waterfalls’ cast-iron 
pipes are also corroding. Re¬ 
placing those pipes and bring¬ 
ing in the portable pumping 
equipment would make for a 
total cost of $2.6 million. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 


he is not sure council can con¬ 
tinue to invest in this project. 

“I realize that in the grand 
scheme of a $2 billion budget, 
$1 million to $2 million may 
not be a big thing, but it can 
add up,” he said. 

Knack said, with the Light 


the Bridge project underway, 
the bridge might be getting 
enough attention already. 

“My gut, my initial reaction 
says that with Light the Bridge 
happening maybe this isn’t 
something we have to worry 
about.”

City approves testing of 
cleaner, cheaper buses 


City officials say it’s too ear¬ 
ly to know whether riders 
could be taking compressed- 
natural-gas (CNG) buses in 
the future but they’re mov¬ 
ing ahead with testing the 
option. 

As part of a two-year test, 
two CNG buses are being 
tested by the city to see if 
they can handle Edmonton’s 
winter — and so far, so good. 

“To date, there’s been no 
major issues with them,” 
said Grant Heer, director of 
transit fleet maintenance 
with the city. 

Along with a lower en¬ 
vironmental impact, nat¬ 
ural gas is cheaper and is 
produced in Alberta. Several 
other cold-climate cities run 
CNG buses, but none have an

Just after the province an¬ 
nounced how it would divvy up 
$32.5 million worth of funding 


for student enrolment across 
Alberta, student union rep¬ 
resentatives said it’s nothing 
more than a drop in the bucket 
considering what the govern¬ 
ment slashed two years ago. 

Thursday’s announcement 
from the department of In¬ 
novation and Advanced Edu¬ 
cation doled out new funding 
for several Edmonton-based 
institutions, including $4.9 
million for the University of 
Alberta, $1.9 million for NAIT 
and $75,000 for Concordia Uni¬ 


versity College of Alberta. 

U of A student union 
president Petros Kusmu said 
students shouldn’t lose sight 
of the fact the province failed 
to keep to their promise of sus¬ 
tainable, predictable funding. 

“They delivered one of the 
biggest budget cuts we’ve seen 
in the last 20 years,” Kusmu 
said. “It’s not as easy to clog 
the hemorrhaging that’s been 
done to this institution one 
year right after.” 

The U of A will be allocating 


its new funding to a Bachelor 
of Science Engineering pro¬ 
gram as well as creating perma¬ 
nent campuses in Camrose and 
Calgaiy for students studying 
physical and occupational ther¬ 
apy. 

Cash given to NAIT will be 
used to develop seven new pro¬ 
grams, including engineering 
and a water and waste treat¬ 
ment program. 

Concordia has slated its 
new funds for a Masters of Pub¬ 
lic Health program.

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Man gets jail for threats to 
kill at Calgary Stampede 


Gold Bar Park, Edmonton 


A man who a judge says has 
an “obsession with warfare 
and weaponry” has been 
sent to jail for threatening 
to kill people with a ma¬ 
chine gun at the Calgary 
Stampede last summer. 

Patrick Deegan, 29, was 
sentenced Thursday to two 
years less a day after admit¬ 
ting in January that he ut¬ 
tered death threats and il¬ 
legally possessed a firearm. 

“We now sadly live in a 
world where threats like 


these have to be taken ser¬ 
iously,” said provincial court 
Judge Joanne Durant. 

A sinister email Deegan 
sent to the Calgary Fire De¬ 
partment last spring was 
“not a fanciful threat,” the 
judge said. 

Durant pointed to terror¬ 
ist acts such as the 9/11 Twin 
Towers attack in New York 
and the bombing at the Bos¬ 
ton Marathon last year and 
said the public can no long¬ 
er take safety for granted. 


Deegan admitted he sent 
the email from his account 
to the fire department on 
May 26, 2013. 

The email warned there 
was going to be an attack at 
the Stampede that July and 
that there would be many 
casualties. 

The email prompted a 
police investigation that led 
to the homes and vehicles of 
Deegan, his girlfriend and 
his parents.

A former Calgaiy-area 
dentist who paid for back 
surgeiy in Montana rather 
than wait to have it done 
in Alberta has lost his bid 
to sue the government 
over a delay in getting the 


procedure done in his own 
province. 

Darcy Allen argued 
unsuccessfully in Court of 
Queen’s Bench that the 
prohibition on private 
health insurance in Alberta 
is unconstitutional. 

Allen injured his back 
in late 2007 and was told 
it could take up to eight 
months to get an MRI scan 
under public health care.

Michael James, supervisor 
of the police’s digital-media 
unit, helped launch the ser¬ 
vice’s latest effort to engage 
with the city’s young and old 
alike. 

“It’s a part of all of the 


many heroes we have here 
at EPS. We have them histor¬ 
ically and all the way up to 
our current heroes, who are 
walking the street eveiyday,” 
James said about the comic, 
which is written and illus¬ 
trated by two civilian EPS 
members. 

Decoteau joined EPS in 
1911, serving as an officer be¬ 
fore he was drafted to serve 
in the First World War, where 
he was killed in action. 

After distributing more 
than 3,000 copies of the com¬ 
ic at the Truth and Reconcili¬ 
ation Commission meetings 
last weekend, James said the 
stoiy has received a positive 
response. 

Merle White, the Can¬ 
adian Native Friendship Cen¬ 
tre’s executive director, said 
it’s important to tell stories 
like the one of Decoteau. 

“When our young people 
are looking for a role model, 
we need to make sure we 
identify some for them,” said 
White.

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U.S. officials create 
‘Cuban Twitter’ 
to foster dissent

The U.S. government master¬ 
minded the creation of a “Cu¬ 
ban Twitter” — a communi¬ 
cations network designed to 
undermine the communist 
government in Cuba, built 
with secret shell companies 
and financed through foreign 
banks, The Associated Press 
has learned. 

Project “ZunZuneo” lasted 
more than two years and drew 
40,000-plus subscribers. First, 
the network would build a Cu¬ 
ban audience, mostly young 
people; then, the plan was 
to push them to dissent. It’s 
unclear whether the scheme 
was legal under U.S. law. Rajiv 
Shah, administrator for the 


U.S. Agency for International 
Development, said it was not a 
covert program, which requires 
written authorization of the 
president and congressional 
notification, though “parts of it 
were done discreetly.” 

The project began in 2009 
after Washington-based Cre¬ 


ative Associates International 
obtained a half-million Cu¬ 
ban cellphone numbers, and 
used those numbers to start a 
subscriber base. USAID and its 
contractors set up front com¬ 
panies in Spain and the Cay¬ 
man Islands to hide the money

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Deep hidden 
ocean located 
on Saturn moon 

Enceladus. Little 
moon is probably not 
the only one with 
a subsurface sea; 

Saturn's Titan moon 
may have an ocean 


Scientists have uncovered 
a vast ocean beneath the 
icy surface of Saturn’s little 
moon Enceladus. 

Italian and American re¬ 
searchers made the discovery 
using Cassini, a NASA-Euro- 
pean spacecraft still exploring 
Saturn and its rings 17 years 
after its launch from Cape 
Canaveral. Their findings 
were announced Thursday. 
This new ocean of liquid 



water — as big as or even 
bigger than North America’s 
Lake Superior — is centred at 


the south pole of Enceladus 
and could encompass much if 
not most of the moon. Encela¬ 
dus is about 499 kilometres 
across. 

The data does not show 
if the ocean extends to the 
north pole, said the lead re¬ 
searcher, Luciano less of Sapi- 
enza University of Rome. At 
the veiy least, it’s a regional 
sea some 40 kilometres deep 
under miles-thick ice. 

On Earth, it would stretch 
at least from our South Pole 
up to New Zealand. 

Cassini’s rudimentaiy in¬ 
struments cannot determine 
whether the moon’s ocean 
harbours any form of life. 
Another mission using more 
sophisticated instruments is 
needed for that.

Power out in many 
areas, schools closed 


Coastal residents of Chile’s far 
north spent a second sleepless 
night outside their homes as 
major aftershocks continued 
Thursday following a magni¬ 
tude 8.2 earthquake that dam¬ 
aged several thousand homes 
and caused six deaths. 


No new major damage or 
casualties were reported, and 
a heavy police and militaiy 
presence kept order. 

The infrastructure in the 
area is nearly entirely intact, 
but with aftershocks continu¬ 
ing, life has been anything but 
normal. Power remains out 
in many areas, and hospitals 
were handling only emergen¬ 
cies. Schools were closed, and 
large supermarkets and gas 
stations co-ordinated their

A tattoo on Leah Parsons’ 
shoulder is partially covered 
by her shirt until she lifts the 
sleeve, revealing a portrait 
of her daughter Rehtaeh in 
black ink alongside small 
crows. 

Parsons said she got the 
tattoo last May to honour her 
daughter, who had gotten 
one of a feather with crows 
flying out of it “like a re¬ 
birth” on her 16th birthday. 
“It was kind of a way for her 
to take back her body,” Par¬ 
sons said. 

It’s been a year since Re¬ 
htaeh died on April 7 after 


attempting to take her own 
life, which her mother says 
was due to months of bully¬ 
ing after a photo of her 
alleged rape was spread 
around school. 

A walk in her memory is 
planned for Saturday after¬ 
noon, which Parsons said 
has the double importance 
of bringing awareness to 
rape culture. 

“It’s a worldwide thing,” 
Parsons said. “She resonates 
with other people because 
they know how easily it 
could be their child.” 

Parsons especially hopes 
teenagers will come and 
listen to the messages of re¬ 
spect, and not victimizing 
others. 

“Don’t stand around and 
do nothing. You’ve got to 
speak up. If you’re saying 
something negative about a 
female ... you’ve got to make 
it socially unacceptable, that 
it’s not cool.” 

Rehtaeh’s story led to

legislation around sharing 
intimate photos. Parsons 
said the important thing is 
she brought up issues “that 
needed to be talked about.” 

Parsons says she finds 
strength in the messages 
pouring in from people 
around the world about how 
Rehtaeh changed their lives. 

One woman said a tattoo 
of Rehtaeh on her wrist is a 
reminder to stop harming 
herself. Many have said she 
gave them strength to talk 
about their own rape. 

“It’s what keeps me go¬ 
ing,” Parsons said. “It’s very 
therapeutic to receive those 
types of messages, and it just 
tells me she mattered and

Parsons said her speak¬ 
ing out about her daughter’s 
story is “not going to change 
anytime soon” but she does 
take time to be alone and 
process her feelings. 

“I’m just trying to hon¬

“Anything you post on a 
website you should con¬ 
sider to be eventually 
public even though 
your privacy set¬ 
tings may con¬ 
trol who can 
access it at 
any given 
time,” says 
Wright.

If you lose your phone, 
are people reading your 
financial statements? Most 
people want to keep their 
private affairs private and 
don’t want to be hacked, 
but how they feel about 
the privacy of others is a 
whole different thing. 

Security researcher 
Scott Wright, who runs 
a study called the Honey 
Stick Project, has some 
bad news. 

“People love to look 
at other people’s employ¬ 
ment and salary informa¬ 
tion,” says Wright, who 
runs experiments in which 
he will drop unlocked USB 
keys and smartphones 
with fake files labeled 
things like “HR salaries,” 


“concert tickets” or “pass¬ 
words,” in different cities 
in Canada and the U.S. 
and then monitors what 
people do with them. 

“It’s not all that en¬ 
couraging,” he says. “For 
USB drives, about 65 per 
cent of the time people 
will open them, plug 
them into their computer, 
double click on files, 
which could infect their 
computers.” 

For the phones, he says 
80 per cent of the time 
people will go through the 
contents to see what’s on 
them. 

“And it’s not just to 
find contact information,” 
he says. 

Do the phones come 
back? “About 50 per cent 
of the time they will get 
returned.”

Personal is still personal, even on Facebook 


‘“The public availability of personal information on 
the Internet’ does not ‘render personal information 

non-personal.” Chantal Bernier, quoting a report from her office that looked into 
two government departments’ collection of information from an activist’s Facebook page 


Metro posed a series of ques¬ 
tions to Chantal Bernier, In¬ 
terim Privacy Commissioner of 
Canada, by email. The follow¬ 
ing article has been edited for 
length and clarity. 

Q: Canadians have many 


online privacy concerns. What 
do you see as threats they are 
facing? 

A: Canadians face a growing 
number of threats ... they 
may be tracked without their 
knowledge; they are vulner¬ 
able to hackers and fraudsters; 
and they may be surprised to 
find information they posted 
online used in ways they had 
not anticipated. 

When Canadians were 
asked about the privacy risks 
that most concerned them, 
computer privacy and Internet 
security were second only to 
concerns related to security 
of financial information. We 
have seen a growing number 
of investigations under the 
Personal Information and Elec¬ 
tronic Documents Act (PIPEDA) 
involve online issues. 

We recently completed an 
investigation on how Google’s 
online advertising service used 
sensitive information about 
individuals’ online activities 
to target them with health-re¬ 
lated advertisements. Not only 
was this contrary to Canadian 
privacy law ... it was also con¬ 
trary to Google’s own privacy 
policy... We were pleased 
Google agreed to implement 
our recommendations. 

In our last annual report 
on the Privacy Act, we raised 
concerns with respect to two 
government departments col¬ 
lecting personal information 
posted by an activist on her 
personal Facebook page. We 
recommended that the depart¬ 
ments not access this type of 
personal information from 
social media sites unless they

could show there was a direct 
link to an operating program 
or activities. 

Our Office recently 
prepared a Special Report to 
Parliament on reinforcing pri¬ 
vacy protection and oversight 
for the Canadian intelligence 
community in an era of cyber¬ 
surveillance. 

Canada does have a com¬ 
paratively strong oversight 
system but our report includes 
a number of recommenda¬ 
tions such as increased public 
reporting and a call for a re¬ 
examination of the oversight 


structure designed to ensure 
privacy. 

Q: What is the volume 
of complaints your office 
fields about online privacy 
concerns? 

A; In a typical year, our office 
investigates more than 1,400 
complaints under the Privacy 
Act and PIPEDA. 

Q: With the pervasiveness of 
Facebook and Twitter, do you 
think the definition of privacy 
needs to change? 

A; Our expectations of privacy 
are different depending on 
circumstances. What you post 
on the Internet is not always 
private. We encourage people 
to only post things they would 
be comfortable with the whole 
world seeing. 

Q: Do we need greater 
investment in creating a more 


secure IT infrastructure? 

A; Our work has focused on 
ensuring organizations that are 
online use the tools and tech¬ 
nologies available to properly 
protect security and privacy. 
Many privacy problems we 
encounter have more to do 
with business practices and 
improper use of technology 
to keep information secure, 
rather than fundamental infra¬ 
structure issues. 

Q: Is the commission 
concerned that the 
government has been 
spying on its own people? 

The recent revelations about 
surveillance matters have 
been troubling from a privacy 
standpoint. We hope our re¬ 
cent report to Parliament will 
contribute to a constructive, 
informed debate on privacy 
protection in the context of 
national security.

Report. Turns out the rich 
(company founders and 
heirs) are getting richer 


While politicians in Ottawa 
still can’t decide who is in 
the middle class, a new an¬ 
alysis suggests wealth is in¬ 
creasingly gravitating to the 
very top. 

The report by the left- 
leaning Canadian Centre for 
Policy Alternatives shows 
that the countiy’s 86 richest 
individuals and families — 
or 0.002 per cent of the total 
population — are getting ex¬ 
ponentially richer and now 
have accumulated as much 
wealth as the countiy’s poor¬ 
est 11.4 million. 

That’s more than in 1999, 
when the richest 86 had as 
much money as the poorest 
10.1 million and enough to 
buy up everything in New 
Brunswick and still have 
about $40 billion left over, 
according to the report, to be 
released Thursday.

David Macdonald, who used

In fact, the super-rich list 
of Canadian residents has 
little to do with income in 
the traditional sense, he said. 
None of the 86 are company 
CEOs — often the poster chil¬ 
dren of the Occupy crowd for 
their unseemly salaries and 
bonuses. Instead, the ones on 
the list are there by virtue of 
being company founders or 
related to company founders. 

The super-rich have gotten 
there by creating and trading 
assets, whether companies, 
real estate or securities.

FireChat ignites 
off-the-grid convos 


Humans made fire... 

Now we’ve made 
a messaging app 
via wireless mesh 
networking so users can 
connect sans Internet 


A new mobile messaging ap¬ 
plication called FireChat is 
empowering nearby smart¬ 
phone users to stay in touch 
even when there’s no cellu¬ 
lar service or Internet con¬ 
nection. 

In just two weeks since 
its release on the iPhone, 
FireChat already has pro¬ 
vided a flicker of hope for 
people pining for more ef¬ 
fective, secure and afford¬ 
able ways to communicate. 
That’s because the free mes¬ 


saging app harnesses a tech¬ 
nology called wireless mesh 
networking, which might 
someday allow a myriad of 
devices to connect like links 
in a chain. 

The technique might 
someday be used to tie 
together thousands of de¬ 
vices with built-in radios and 
make it possible to be online 
without having to pay for 
the access. It could also en¬ 
able online communications 
in remote areas or disaster 
zones without Wi-Fi or cel¬ 
lular signals. Furthermore, 
the conversations in these 
so-called “off-the-grid” net¬ 
works can’t be easily hacked 
into by spies and mischief 
makers or shut down by 
governments trying to stifle 
free speech.

app. 

Open Garden, a San 
Francisco startup with just 
10 employees, is taking an¬ 
other step toward its ambi¬ 
tious goal with Thursday’s 
release of a FireChat app for 


Android phones. 

FireChat could be an even 
hotter commodity on An¬ 
droid given the demograph¬ 
ic differences between that 
platform’s user base and the 
typical iPhone owner. 

The app already has been 
installed on more than 1 
million iOS devices. 

Many smartphones run¬ 
ning on Google Inc.’s free 
Android software are cheap¬ 
er than Apple Inc.’s iPhone. 
That has made Android 
phones the top-selling mo¬ 
bile devices in less affluent 
countries, including in re¬ 
gions where Internet access 
is inadequate or expensive. 

Google is among the 
big Internet companies in¬ 
trigued with mesh network¬ 
ing’s potential to bring more 
of the world online.

Richard: Mark, movie by 
movie, Marvel is creating 
an interconnected universe. 
Like a giant jigsaw puzzle, 
the comic book company has 
pieced together something 
quite unprecedented: a series 
of films that aren’t sequels 
to one another, but when 
combined form a loud, brash 
whole. Captain America was 
a latecomer to the party, and 


while the first film was a 
solid introduction, it didn’t 
have the sparkle of, say, the 
first Iron Man movie.

even more explicit. But I still 
don’t feel I knew Captain 
America any better in this 
one. He’s still a cipher to 
me — a sphinx with a veiy 
powerful garbage can lid. 

RC: This time out I thought 
Evans got deeper into the 
character. Physically he’s one 
big rippling muscle, but it’s 
his personality and attitude 
that make him interesting. 
He’s still a do-gooder, but 
one who questions his mis¬ 


sions. “You’re holding a gun 
to everyone on Earth and 
calling it protection,” he says 
after learning of S.H.I.E.L.D.’s 
violent plan to bring peace to 
the world. It’s an edgy mes¬ 
sage from a Greatest-Gener¬ 
ation type to a world where 
drones have become com¬ 
mon and Edward Snowden 
rides the line between pa¬ 
triot and traitor. The message 
permeates the plot, which 
is ripe with twists and turns 
and some genuinely thrilling 
moments. 

MB: Dunno about the mes¬ 
sage, but there were two long 
memorable car chases, and 
that’s enough for me! Loved 
the cast — Redford, Samuel 
L. Jackson, Anthony Maclcie, 
all great fun, but Scarlett Jo¬ 


hansson was the cheriy on 
the top of this sundae. She 
plays a lot of scenes without 
much makeup, which made 
me believe she was actually 
on an op. In the fight scenes, 
I’m sure Evans and Johans¬ 
son used stunt doubles, but it 
looked they were doing their 
own work. Nice directing. 

RC: I enjoyed the perform¬ 
ances. Johansson, in particu¬ 
lar, is mad, bad and danger¬ 
ous to know as Romanoff, 
and kicks so high it’s only a 
matter of time until she gets 
her own Avengers movie. 

MB: I’m looking forward to 
the next installment: Captain 
America and Tennille, where 
he saves the world and sings 
poppy ’70s love ballads.

Ivan Reitman returns to the dir¬ 
ector’s chair with the football 
drama Draft Day, starring Kevin 
Costner as the beleaguered gen¬ 
eral manager of the Cleveland 
Browns. For Reitman, the film 
signals a change in what sort of 
material he wants to direct — 
which means someone else will 
be helming Ghostbusters III. 

How do you go about getting 
non-football fans to care 
about football? 

That’s the magic trick of this 
movie. When we were making 
it, I knew that if it was only 
for football fans, then the film 
wasn’t right. Because it’s really 
not so much about football, 
even though it takes place in 


the football world. It’s really 
about human drama and be¬ 
ing under pressure and rising 
against it. 

And you have Kevin Costner 
as the guy dealing with that 
pressure. 

There’s just something about 
the guy that looks like he 
should be doing this and 
could have done it in his life. 

I said this to him when I first 
met him, that there’s kind of 
this inner goodness that he 
represents, this all-American 


kind of good guy quality that 
we as men want to follow, and 
it’s what makes him effective 
as a movie star. It’s sort of what 
Gaiy Cooper and all those 
great, classical old-time Holly¬ 
wood guys had. 

How did he respond to that? 

He sort of smiled shyly at me 
and changed the subject. 

Being in charge of a major- 
league sports team is such a 
public job, with so many fans 
and critics offering unsolicited 


opinions. Sort of like being a 
movie director, right? 

There’s 100,000 reviewers out 
there, not counting all the 
people who review your movie 
anyway as individuals and tell 
their friends, “Yeah, it sucked.” 
It’s part of public life today, 
and it’s why I could relate to 
the stoiy veiy easily. I felt veiy 
much like his job is the job of 
a director in a movie. I’ve had 
to deal with those kinds of 
pressures.

At this age, if I’m going to

core to them. It sort of led to 
that decision of withdrawing 
from Ghostbusters as a direc¬ 
tor. I wanted to do it, but I was 
always tom for that reason. 
And then with Harold Ramis’s 
death, it just didn’t seem right 
for me to continue as the 
director, and I actually thought 
I’d be more effective as the 
producer of the project. 

What do you think about the 
diehard Ghostbusters fans out 
there who don’t think a third 
movie is a good idea? 

People are cynical, and there’s 
now a million critics out there 
who let eveiybody know on 
a daily basis what they think 
about everything. People are 
always almost 90 per cent 
negative on what they don’t 
know, because what’s in their 
imagination is not necessar¬ 
ily correct. I know we have a 
script that I think will work, 
and I have a long histoiy of 
making things work. I’ve been 
wrong a bunch of times, but I 
think this is a really good one, 
and I think it’s worth making.

It’s 
quite a cool journey. 

Did you have any trouble 
with the American accent? 

I mean, I worked with a 
dialect coach a lot because I 
had a 13-page monologue to 
get through. There are certain 
sounds that I struggle with, 
or I just slip into this crazy 
Boston accent out of nowhere. 
I didn’t know what it was 
(laughs). We’ll just assume she 
spent some time in Boston at 
some point. 

These are the sorts of back- 
stories you create for yourself 
as an actress. 

Yes, exactly. It was just a nu- 
anced performance. 

With your transition to films, 
is there any particular strat¬ 
egy at play? 

I don’t plot anything out. I’m 
not really a strategy type. I 
just look for good projects, 
really. I mean, right now I’m 
going to go and shoot a pilot 
for ABC, so there’s no real 
plotting. I mean, I haven’t 
plotted. Maybe my agent has, 


but I haven’t. 

You’ve obviously already 
got a nice foothold with the 
Comic-Con audience with 
Doctor Who, but Guardians 
of the Galaxy should increase 
it to a pretty intense level. 
Yeah, what should I do next? 
How do I get the most nerd 
cred in the world. 

I think Star Wars, maybe? 

Star Wars, yeah. OK. 

The head shaving must come 
up pretty often. 

That does come up a lot. I quite 
like it. It’s OK now, but before 
it was just so weird. I have my 
hair as a wig. That was the one 
thing that Marvel did. They 
were like, “To soften the blow, 
we’re going to send your hair 
to the Star Wars people and 
they’re going to make you a 
wig.” I wish I’d gotten a picture 
of, like, all these monster 
heads and then just my hair in 
the Star Wars workshop. 

I guess Disney has those con¬ 
nections now.

The spies who loved 
each other. Childhood 
friends unite to foil 
the British in the AMC 
historical drama Turn 


A classic spoof of the Revolu- 
tionaiy War finds Gen. George 
Washington interrupted by a 
bill collector out on the battle¬ 
field. 

“Could you come back in 
a little while?” Washington 
proposes. “I’m going down in 
histoiy at the moment.” 

In real life, Washington 
didn’t know he was going 
down in histoiy any more 
than do the characters of 
Turn, a new AMC drama about 
four young Americans who 
find themselves part of an 
espionage network destined 
to help the Continentals beat 
their British oppressors. 

History records these child¬ 
hood friends were the core of 
what was dubbed the Culper 
Ring. But history remained 
pretty tight-lipped about it, at 
least until now, as Turn shines 
an overdue light on their gal¬ 
lantly. 

“We’re catching these 
heroes before they were 
heroes,” says Heather Lind, 
who plays wife, tavern keeper 
and spy Anna Strong. “I didn’t 
know I was auditioning for a 
real person till about three au¬ 
ditions in.” 

Adding spice to the tale is 


the mutual yearning of Anna 
and her former fiance, Abra¬ 
ham Woodhull, in their small 
Long Island town. Years ear¬ 
lier, Abraham broke off their 
engagement. Each married 
another. Now, reunited by 
their patriotic cause, they find 
their long-thwarted romance 
will be rekindled. 

“He knows Anna is who he 
should be with,” says Jamie 
Bell, who plays the much-con¬ 
flicted Abraham. And when 
the war throws them togeth¬ 


er, “she’s the one who makes 
him face his fears and find his 
voice.” 

The 28-year-old Bell, bom 
in England, began his career 
as a kid star in the 2000 music¬ 
al feature Billy Elliot, wowing 
moviegoers with his skill as 
a hoofer. Subsequent films 
include King Kong, Nicholas 
Nickleby, Flags of Our Fathers, 
The Adventures of Tintin and 
the current Nymphomaniac. 
He is married to actress Evan 
Rachel Wood. 


Lind, 31, who grew up 
near Albany, N.Y., has logged 
a number of stage credits 
and a recurring role on HBO’s 
Boardwalk Empire. 

“I was sort of star-struck 
when I met Jamie,” she con¬ 
fides. “To look nice I wore a 
pair of heels. Then Jamie came 
in and introduced himself and 
I was sort of looking down at 
him.” 

No wonder. Bell has a wiry 
but compact build (“I’m five- 
foot-eight after yoga, when

Parenthood. Teen star talks about 
playing a character with Asperger’s 



Max Burkholder strives to be a 
normal teen while working on 
the NBC drama Parenthood. 

The 16-year-old actor at¬ 
tends school when he’s not 
filming the show, which airs 
Thursdays at 9 p.m. EDT on 
Global, about the ups and 
downs of a large family living 
in Berkeley, Cahf. 

Burkholder’s character, also 
named Max, isn’t your typical 
teen, ffe has Asperger syn¬ 
drome, a mild form of autism. 

Burkholder says he was 10 
or 11 years old when he got the 
part, and he didn’t know about 
Asperger’s. 

“In the beginning... I would 
meet with a doctor who spe¬ 
cializes in working with chil¬ 
dren with Asperger’s as well as 
the director of the next episode 
and we’d talk about what Max 
should be doing, how he’d re¬ 
act in certain situations, things 
like that,” Burkholder said in a 
recent interview. 

Parenthood is now in its 
fifth season. Burkholder says 
he feels more comfortable 
with the character and receives 
guidance less frequently. 

“I sort of feel that I’ve fig¬ 
ured out how Max specifically 
acts rather than how a person 
with Asperger’s would gener¬ 
ally act.” 

Burkholder’s character 


is extremely intelligent, ffe 
rarely looks others in the eye 
or displays emotion, unless it 
is frustration, ffe is blunt and 
matter-of-fact in his speaking, 
but his observations can be 
funny—even cringe-worthy— 
because they are so honest and 
unrestrained. 

Matt Asner, executive direc¬ 
tor of Autism Speaks in South¬ 
ern California, says Burkhold¬ 
er’s work on the show is a great 
message for eveiyone. 

Many people don’t know 
what autism is, Asner says, 
“and so they’re getting this 
message from him on a weekly 
basis and what his family has 
to deal with (because of) the 


disorder. It’s amazing. Know¬ 
ledge is power.” 

As Max Braverman grows, 
much of his stoiy involves try¬ 
ing to be a normal kid, but with 
social awkwardness getting in 
the way. 

In a recent episode, he de¬ 
cided a character should be his 
girlfriend because they both 
like the same hockey team. 
“It wasn’t even romantic with 
Max,” recalled Burkholder. “It 
was just something like, ‘Oh, 
requirements have been met.’ 
It wasn’t even Max wanting (a 
girlfriend). He thought it was 
something that was necessaiy.” 

Asner says that portrayal is

Veteran actors prove 
influential players in 
the Game of Thrones 


Like eveiy Game of Thrones 
fan, Charles Dance was gob¬ 
smacked by last season’s next- 
to-last instilment. 

That episode floored view¬ 
ers with its ritualistic Red Wed¬ 
ding, a massacre staged by Lord 
Walder Frey, the bride’s father, 
who meant to settle a score 
with his hall of guests, and did. 

“I got quite a shock!” says 
Dance, speaking for eveiyone 
who saw it. “It was bloody in 
the extreme!” 

The fact that Dance was 
caught off guard is notable, 


since he’s a star of the show. 
Indeed, the character he plays, 
Lord Tywin Lannister, had a 
hand in the bloodshed. 

But he didn’t actually appear 
in that episode, “and when I’m 
not in it, to be honest with you, 
I don’t read the script,” Dance 
says. “I catch up on what’s hap¬ 
pening when the episode airs.” 

Game of Thrones, which 
returns Sunday at 9 p.m. ET/ 
MT on HBO Canada, will pack 
its next punch soon enough in 
the new season. Such is the na¬ 
ture of this epic fantasy, set on 
a make-believe continent called 
Westeros, chock-full of warring 
kingdoms, rugged landscapes, 
lots of sex and swordplay, and, 
of course, fire-breathing drag¬ 
ons. 

If the scale of the series is 
vast, the source material is no 


less sprawling: the five-and- 
counting novels by George R.R. 
Martin in the series A Song of 
Ice and Fire. 

“I still have not read the 
books,” says Dance. “They 
frighten me, books that thick. 
And, anyway, we’re dealing 
with an adaptation. I think it’s 
counterproductive for actors 
to come to the set with well- 
thumbed copies of the book 
their film is adapted from.” 

Dance’s despotic Lord Tywin 
is the grandfather of King Jof- 
frey, an infantile tyrant whose 
betrothed is the granddaughter 
of Olenna Tyrell. Lady Olenna is 
played by Diana Rigg. 

On-screen future in-laws, 
Rigg and Dance have known 
and worked together for dec¬ 
ades, including a 1997 British 
TV adaptation of Rebecca. Little 


wonder they get on famously as 
they meet with a reporter at a 
Manhattan hotel. 

Asked what drew him to 
the show, Dance smiles and 
answers, “The writing was 
good, the costumes are great 
and, eventually, the location 
catering was fantastic.” 

“I loved the idea of playing 
this naughty old bag,” Rigg 
says, offering her own explana¬ 
tion. “It’s my idea of heaven.” 

Now 75, Rigg has had a rich 
and varied career in theatre, 
both in her native Britain and 
as a Tony Award winner on 
Broadway, as well as films in¬ 
cluding the James Bond caper 
On Her Majesty’s Secret Service. 

But her breakout role was 
in 1965 in the British TV thrill¬ 
er The Avengers, where she 
played the catsuit-clad karate 


queen Emma Peel. 

Tall and imperial, Dance, 
67, grew up working-class in 
England and overcame a teen¬ 
age stammer to devote himself 
to theatre. His breakout project 
was the 1984 British TV hit The 
Jewel in the Crown, which he 
followed with more theatre 
and such films as Michael Col¬ 
lins, Gosford Park. 

His first job: working as a 
dresser in the original West 
End production of Fiddler on 
the Roof. Then he landed a spot 
in a London repertoiy company 
with a crushing regime: “It was 
16 plays in 16 weeks. ‘What’s 


my motivation?’ ‘Your weekly 
paycheque. Just learn the lines 
and don’t bump into the furni¬ 
ture.’” 

Likewise, Rigg paid her dues 
in repertoiy. Besides dashing 
onstage for her lines, she was 
charged with such production 
chores as handling background 
music. “Once, when the curtain 
was coming down, I was sup¬ 
posed to play Ride of the Val¬ 
kyries,” she says. 

Instead, she mistakenly 
cued up a polka. “The looks I 
got from the rest of the cast at 
our curtain call!”

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Slates take bare-bones album on the road

To capture a raw and emo¬ 
tional feel for their latest 
album, Slates reached out to 
the master of the form. 

Legendary audio engineer 
Steve Albini recorded the 
Edmonton band live off the 
floor at his Electrical Audio 
studio in Chicago onto ana¬ 
logue tape. Frontman James 
Stewart says the experience 
has set the tone for Slates’ 
Western Canadian tour, 
which is just wrapping up. 

“It’s really kind of a re¬ 
newed source of energy for 
us,” he said. “When you have 
new material to play that you 
believe in, it makes it much 
more involved.” 


The 10 tracks on Taiga 
feature a driving rhythm sec¬ 
tion, powerful guitars and 
Stewart’s cathartic lyrics. Al¬ 
bini’s bare-bones technical ap¬ 
proach makes the entire pack¬ 


age all the more immediate. 

“I like having all the op¬ 
tions stripped away so you’re 
working on your feet, mak¬ 
ing decisions and not just 
leaving it to fix later,” said 


Stewart. “It’s such a timeless 
way to make a record.” 

While Albini — whose 
resume includes the likes of 
Nirvana and the Pixies — lent 
his trademark sound to the 


project, Stewart said the pro¬ 
ducer was relatively hands- 
off with respect to actually 
shaping the music. 

And that worked out well, 
as Stewart came armed with 


a bottomless pit of stories 
filled with heartbreak and 
pain. 

One song, Verite, draws a 
parallel between misunder¬ 
stood saint, Joan of Arc, and 
the last woman executed in 
Canada. 

“There are a lot of grey 
areas of the case,” he said. 
“So the two just seemed to 
pair together in such a way 
that it just started flowing 
out.” 

Meanwhile, the title track 
references a region in Siberia 
known for its magnificent 
tigers and poverty-stricken 
poachers. Stewart said the 
song is based off a news item 
from a couple years back, 
where one wild cat sought 
bloody vengeance on a trig¬ 
ger-happy hunter. 

But even such evocative 
source material could have 
lost some bite in the hands of 
a lesser producer. The album 
is as visceral and pummeling 
as an Edmonton winter. 

“A huge part of it is the 
way the drums sound,” said 
Stewart. “Just having our 
songs with that kind of drum 
sound, that ambient sound, 
is pretty thrilling.”

Dot-com world fuels sitcom 


Silicon Valley. New 
Mike Judge series 
chronicles characters' 
Zuckerberg aspirations 


Mike Judge describes himself 
on Twitter as “The Beavis & 
Butt-Head, King of the Hill, Of¬ 
fice Space, Idiocracy guy.” 

He may soon have to cram 
Silicon Valley to his Twitter re¬ 
sume. The new comedy, which 
takes dead aim at the big 
money world of dot-com start¬ 
ups, premieres Sunday, April 6 
on HBO Canada following the 
fourth-season return of Game 
of Thrones. 

The 51-year-old executive 
producer has a knack for tak¬ 
ing the madness of the modem 
world and feeding it through 
a comedy shredder. He has a 
Texan’s way of telling it like it 
is, as with this recent tweet: 

“What we really need to 
save the environment are more 
ill-informed self-aggrandizing 
celebrities. The more washed 
up the better.” 

Judge doesn’t need to tweet 
(and, in fact, rarely does). In¬ 


stead of venting on social 
media like the rest of us, he 
can mock society’s foibles to 
millions through his movies 
and TV shows. 

His latest project allows 
him to goof on Twitter, Google, 
Faceboolc, Apple and all the 
other high-tech giants from 
an insider’s perspective. Sili¬ 
con Valley is about a group of 
twenty-something computer 
programmers living together 
in a so-called “hacker hostel” in 
the Silicon Valley region of Palo 
Alto, Calif. 

Thomas Middleditch (The 
Office) plays Richard, a 26-year- 
old programmer who has come 
up with a nifty new high-speed 
compression algorithm that 
is the envy of the industiy. 
Together with his best pal Big 
Head (Josh Brener) and fellow 
brainy misfits Gilfoyle and 
Dinesh (Martin Starr, Kumail 
Nanjiani) — as well as Erlich 
(T.J. Miller), the deluded dot¬ 
com millionaire who lets them 
all crash at his house — each 
member of the gang plots to 
become the next Mark Zucker¬ 
berg. 

Besides Judge, the series 
was created by John Altsch-

uler, Dave Krinsky (King of 
the Hill) and Alec Berg (Curb 
Your Enthusiasm). Toronto- 
born Michael Rotenberg (It’s 
Always Sunny in Philadelphia) 
and Tom Lassally (The Goode 
Family) are also executive pro¬ 
ducers. 

Judge didn’t have to Google 
these sitcom characters. As he 
told TV critics gathered earlier 
this year in Pasadena, Calif., he 
was one of them. When he was 
23, the physics major worked 
as a test engineer in Palo Alto. 

“This is boring stuff for most 
of you,” said Judge in his famil¬ 
iar drawl (halfway between two 
animated characters he created 
and voiced — Hank Hill from 
King of the Hill and Butt-Head). 
He explained how he put in a 
little over a year testing auto¬ 
matic systems for F-18 fighters 
as well as interfaces for early 
high-def screens. 

“I was programming a little 


bit back then,” he downplays. 
“I didn’t follow it that much. 
Now that I’m doing the show 
I’ve gotten back into it.” 

His dealings brought him 
into contact with some of the 
big tech players he lampoons 
on the series. 

“We’ve both known some 
tech billionaires,” he says, 
speaking also for Berg, whose 
father was a physics professor 
and whose brother worked 
for Microsoft co-founder Paul 
Allen. 

In the pilot, two billionaire 
venture capitalists (played by 
Christopher Evan Welch and 
Matt Ross) compete to seize 
Richard’s zippy new algorithm. 
Berg insists they’re not based 
on anyone in particular, al¬ 
though he admits that, after 
researching this dot-com busi¬ 
ness world, “the craziest stuff 
that you can think of is not half 
as crazy as the real stuff you’re 
finding.” 

Judge says there’s a “bil¬ 
lionaire vibe” they just tapped 
into, suggesting these industiy 
leaders fall into two categor¬ 
ies, “a kind of Aspergery-type” 
or an “uber-competitive guy.”

If you fancy yourself a bit of a 
comic genius, you’d best get 
used to those awkward silen¬ 
ces. 

“The best predictor of 
whether someone is going 
to be funny is by how often 
they’ll tiy to make people 
laugh. They fail more, but 
they’ll also succeed more,” 
says Prof. Peter McGraw, 
founder of the Humor Re¬ 
search Lab at the University of 
Colorado Boulder. 

McGraw teamed up with 
journalist Joel Warner to em¬ 
bark on a worldwide quest to 
unravel the mystery behind 
comedy gold. The psychol¬ 
ogy professor spoke to Metro 
about the funniest finds pub¬ 
lished in their new book The 
Humor Code: A Global Search 
For What Makes Things 
Funny. 


You did a bit of stand-up in 
New York before your trip. 
Were you a hit or a flop, and 
did you have a drink before 
going up? 

I had a couple of whiskeys, 
which probably took the edge 
off. I was disappointed by the 
whole thing because I had 
veiy clearly bombed. Being an 
academic, I started analyzing 
it all. I failed to anticipate how 
the jokes would be received by 
an audience of dirtbag hipsters 
and wannabe comedians. 

Speaking of booze, is it 
easier to make drunk people 
laugh? 

The research tends to say 
that people who are drunk 
are more easily amused. One 
caveat: Veiy subtle types of 
jokes might not be understood. 
It’s because alcohol impairs 
cognitive functioning so people 
might just miss out on the 
jokes. Drunk people just love 
blunt types of comedy. 

Why does humour vary from 
culture to culture? 

It’s because, in the words of 
the Humor Research Lab, 
what people see to be benign 
— and what people see to be 


violations — depends on their 
cultural values. That’s what 
makes it veiy difficult to be 
universally funny. 

Where was the funniest 
place that you visited? 

People don’t believe that 
there’s going to be much 
humour in the West Bank, 
but even we were surprised by 
how many hilarious people we 
encountered. Anytime you find 
people who are individuals 
coping with hardship, you’re 
going to find comedy. There’s 
a long histoiy of comedy 
speaking truth in the midst of 
oppression. 

Can humour heal? 

Yes, there’s no doubt about 
that. If you can get people to 
smile even if they’re not in 
a good mood, it will make 
them feel better because of the 
association. The same goes for 
laughter. You don’t need to do 
something funny to get people 
to enjoy the benefits of laugh¬ 
ter. You just have to ask them 
to start with non-Duchenne 
laughter (the polite laughter 
you use with your boss), which 
can turn into positive laughter 
(Duchenne).

The future of Nickelodeon’s 
hit series Sam & Cat appears 
to be in jeopardy, after only 
one season.
